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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: regarding the 
specific arguments presented against the rejection of the claims over the Cusinato et al. 
reference presented on pages 9-10 of the remarks filed November 13, 2007, the 
applicant has asserted that MOSFET 12 of Cusinato et al. may not be read on the first 
FET claimed since it does not inject a signal modulation; however, independent claim 
16 only calls for the gate of the FET to serve as an input terminal, not specifically a 
signal input. The gate of FET 12 of Cusinato et al. does receive a gain raised control 
voltage VR2. The applicant has further asserted that the current mirror 1 1 of Cusinato et 
al. may not be read as the first current generator claimed as its does not generate a 
constant current; however, the independent claim 16 does not call specifically for a 
constant current generator. However, upon reconsideration, the Examiner believes that 
the capacitor 14 of Cusinato et al. may not properly be read on the second capacitor 
claimed as the impedance of the gain stage 13 intervening between the source of the 
FET 12 and the capacitor 14 would preclude a functional connection, the intent of 
capacitor 14 being to connect the gate and drain of the MOSFET 12.
